FIGHT ON FRONTS CONTINVRS 



Berlin, March It (via London). 
The correspondent at Constantinople 
of ths WolS Bnraan to l s giap fcsd to- 
day a description of the lighting at 
the Dardanelles on Thuradajr, March 
la. In which Um PrwMh hattlMhlp 
Bouvet and two British battleships 
were sent to the bottom. There fol- 
lows' and abrlAment ot tka oorre- 
•pondent'8 story of this engagement: 

The efforts of the Allies to force 
the straits ot tho Dwdaaelles reach- 
ed their climax In an artillery duel 
on Thursday, March 18, wUch last- 
ed MTon hours. Tho aiittrft atmos- 
phere around the Turkish forts was 
darlcened by clouds of smoko ttom 
oploding ifeoilB and anaatlttoa of 
earth thrown lat* tho air by the pro- 
dectUes of the VNmI and British 
warships. The oa^h troaihlod tor 

mllos arouadi 

The AlUes entered tho straits at 

11:30 o'cloclc in the morning^ and 
shelled the town of Chanak Kale. 
Two French and five British war- 
ships took part in the befcinning. 
This engagement reached Its climax 
at 1:80 o'clock, when the Are of the 
Allies was oonoontratod npon Fort 
Hamidlob and the adjaoent tortitted 
poaltlons. ^ H^^-^.. 

The attack dH'^tiojlini abartne ar- 
tillery upon the strong land forts 
prfsi'iitt'd an interesting as well as 
terrifying siiectaele. At times the 
forts were completely enveloped in 
smoke. At a o'clock the Allies 
changed their taottes and concen- 
trated thoir flro upon IsdlTldual bat- 
teries, bnt It was evident that they 
found difficulty in getting the range. 
Many of their shells ,fell short, 
casting up pillars of water, or went 
over the forts to explode in the 
town. 

At 8:16 o'clock, when the bom- 
bardmoat was ar Its hottoot, the 
Fronoh battleship BouTOt was seen 
to be sinking at the stern. A no> 

ment later her bowg swung Clear ot 
ttie water and she was going down. 
Roaring clieers from the Turkish 
garrisons and forts greeted this 
Aight. Torpedo boats, and other 
oraft ot the Allies hurried to the 
loscue, bnt thof woro saeswofnl in 
saving only a fow moa. 

Besides having boon struek by a 
mine tlie Bouvet was severely dam- 
aged above the' water line by shell 
Are. One projectile struck her for- 
ward deck. A mast also was shot 
away and hung ovorboard. it could 
ho aooB that tlio Bo«Tot, when she 
wuik, waa oMoavortaf to *ala the 
nouth «l tho atraltai 'rtiia. how- 
OTsr. waa-difllenM. owlag apparently 
to the fact that kor wmkltmy had 

been damaged. 

Shortly after tli«' sinking of the 
Bouvet a British ship was struck on 
tho dock squarely amidships and 
ooMpollod io withdraw, from the 
flght. Then aaothor BritUb voassl 
was badly «HnH(f<iijJH<l at S:4S 
o'clock was seen to rstlra under a 
terrific fire from theTurklsh battery. 
This vessel ran in toward the shore. 
For a full hour the Allies tried to 
protoet her with their guns, but it 
wai apparent that she was deetlned 
tor aostniotlOB. Klgbt eSsetlve hits 
showod tho hopo lMM SM of the slt- 
uatloa for this tomoL Shs thsn 
withdrew towsrd tho mouth of the 
Dardanelles, which she reached In a 
few minutes under a hall ot shells. 
The forts continued firing uutll the 
Allies were out of range. 

This was the first day when tho 
wanhlpi attaofclng tho Dardaaollos 
kept wtthia raags of tho TurMsh 
guns for aay eoaaldorahto loagth' of 
time. The result for thom was tor- 
rible. owing to the excellsat marks- 
manship from the Turklah batterlek, 
The Allies fired on this day 2.0UU 
staslls without sllenolng one shore 
hattory. Tho result has Inspired 
tbo Tprks with eo»*4onos and thoy« 



are looking forward to further en- 
gagemento with ealm aasuranee.

Iiut tlie flames had 
crept up beteeii the ((filing and the 
metal roof.and wlien the department 
reached the .scene ot the lire the 
second time. It was aosa the building 
waa doomed. For two hours It burn- 
ed and was the most spectacular fire 
ever seen here for the reason that 
the house, being iron-lMiuiiil and 
reccully coveied with lliis metal, 
was much stronger than the remain- 
der of the house and stood a red- 
hot box while the flamea poured out 
the doora aad wladows.

The 
last possible chance for effecting 
fusion tiekst by any of the leading 
oolitiral parties was removed by 
the Court of Appeals to-day when, 
in the case of Willie Francis against 
John Sturgill, aa eleetlon coatost 
ease from Knott county, it doelarod 
that a party committee, in fitliag^ 
vacancies on a ticket after a pri- 
mary, must select men wlio allilial- 
ed with that party and supported 
Its nominees at the last genoral 
election. 

The primary law requires a can- 
didate to file a sutement wlt][ tho 
Secretary of State In order to get 

his name on the ballot, that he de- 
sires to be the candidate of a par- 
ticular iKirty for a particular oHice. 
and tliat lie is alllliated wiili that 
liarty and supported its nominees ut 
the last general election. The court 
said if any candidate nominatod ia 
a primary withdraws and tho com- 
mittee is thus empowered to fill bis 
place on the ticket, the comiHit(ei> 
itf bound by the same restriction, 
and must place ou the ticKet candi- 
dates who would have ({ualliled to 
run In tho primary for the nomina- 
tion. 

tfoth Francis, and Sturgill were 
candidatos ia 1913 for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for County Clerk 

of Knott county. Sturgill had been 
elected to ollice hefore on the I)em- 
(.ciatic ticket, hut lie vas defeated 
for the nomination by Francl.-i. 
Then the Uepuhlican candidate, 
nominated in the primary, with- 
drew, and tho Repttbiiean County 
Coinmltteo placed the name of 
Sturgill on the ballot as the Repub- 
lican candidate against Francis. 

The latter rei'eived IKiO votes to 
SturglH's I'J'.'. Ini! Siuri;ill coiiie..:- 
ed and won In the Circuit Court. 
Francis appealed, and the Court of 
Aiipeals, in an opinion by Judge 
Settle, the whole Court sitting and 
concurring, held: "In our opinion 
appellee did not have a right to 
have his na->ie .'o on the Iwllots as 
the He|iiilili( an nominee, for which 
rea.soii he wa ~ not eligilile Io he vot- 
ed for at the election and could not 
|iro|M'rly be adjudged entitled to tli.> 
office Involved, even though It were 
made to appear that he reeoived a 
majority of the votea cast." 

After reviewing the evidence as 
to the coiiii >trd ' hallols the coiir* 
decided that Krain is had received a 
msjorlty of tin- votes and diiei;e,| 
that Judgment be entered awarding 
him the cerlilicnte of election OBd 
Commission>a - Coniit v Clerk.

The irat p rovMaa for revialoa of 
a tax ayatem aa4ar which the farm- 
er pays ninety centa of every dollar 
collected in taxes.

Kentucky 
has entered on the most comprehen- 
sive acbeme of road building of any 
of the SUtea of the South. Convict 
labor will help In the working out 
of that program. 

There is every reason to believe 
that the poimlar vote on the adop- 
tion of lioti: aineiidinents will be as 
derisively aflirmalive as it was two 
years ago. There is reason to be- 
lieve that the Secretary of SUte will 
not agala overlook the taet that the 
Conatitution Impoaaa oa him a min- 
laterlal duty in connection with the 
adoption of constitutional amend- 
ments. That duty la to adveiHae 
tile fa< I that a vote is to be taken 
at least niney <lays l)efore the elec- 
tion. Tlie Secretary of State can, If 
he will, begin the work of adver- 
tising now. There la nothing la 
the Conatitution to prevent him. 
There ia the maauNry ot hia former 
unfortunate forgetfulaCM te lacita 
him. — [Louiaville Timee.

8. Spell words correctly and 
plainly, especially names of persons.

The newapaper is not look- 
ing for Ubal aatta; aalthar does it 
care to right yoar paraeanl wrongs. 

10. Write your nama and town 
at top of page — last but most Im- 
portant rule of all. It Is most es- 
sential that I hi- newspaper know 
from whom the news is received and 
from what place, every time.
